LL THE earmarks of a national scandal are evident in the 
race between Senator Alben W. Barkley and Gov. A. B. 


Chandler for the Democratic senatorial nomination in Ken- 
tucky. 


For various reasons, a Barkley victory is desperately 


needed to uphold the political prestige of the New Deal. Bark- 
ley is Mr. Roosevelt's special protege and was made Senate 
majority leader at the President's request. For Chandler to 
file against a man of Barkley's long and faithful tenure as a 
, party wheelhorse, and despite the assurance he would have 
administration support, would have been, under ordinary cir- 


• cumstances, an act of foolhardy audacity. 


Chandler, however, is no fool. He has the support of a 


powerful state machine and is a good campaigner and vote- 
better. In addition to organization, he has made a strong bid 
•'for the right-wing Democratic allegiance and the aid of con- 
servative business men in both parties. Through professing, 
in the main, loyalty to the New Deal, he has made it perfectly 
clear that he is out of sympathy with some of the New Deal's 
;major policies. 


A most interesting contest, indeed. But the scandalous 


.'part of it is the way public money is being squandered on 
both sides. The powers behind Barkley, panic-stricken at the 
'growing strength of the Chandler candidacy, have proceeded 
to shower Kentucky with Federal funds. Among the plums 
that have fallen are a §112,000,000 dam at Gilbertsville 
(passed at the last minute), §132,700,000 worth of flood con- 
trol projects, 360,000,000 for WPA, etc., $1,500.000 for Ken- 
tucky postoff ices, to say nothing of farm benefits and other 
things. 


How much of the vast sums authorized for Kentucky ( 
at Barkley's behest—estimated at $107 per capita—would 
have been voted except for the Chandler candidacy ? To what 
extent has the political power of the WPA been used to further 
the Barkley campaign? 


While all this has been going on, Chandler has been far 


from idle. He has been fighting fire with fire, using the funds 
of the State of Kentucky, plus such Federal funds as are un- 
der his jurisdiction, to counteract the stream of Barkley 
money. To what extent, if any, have Chandler's activities 
been improper ? 


Senator Sheppard's committee to investigate campaign 


expenditures and to guard the people of the United States 
against vicious election practices should get on the job with- 
;out delay.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

Competent Teachers Are Needed in Pool Treat- 


ment of Paralysis 


This is the fifth of a series of 


articles by Dr. Fishbein on infan- 
tile paralysis.) 


Gradually in various 
portions of 


the Ur.ited States special facilities arj 
being developed for the care of those 
crippled with infantile paralysis and 
ether crippling diseases. 


In most of these institutions various 


exercises in water are being mark' 
available as a means of encouraging the 
activiity of weakened muscles. 


The chief advantage of this method 


is the support that water gives to the: 
weakened muscles. 


No swimming pool will cure para- 


lysis. 


The pool itself is useless, unless there 


are avalable competent teachers who 
will encourage the use of the weak- 
ened tissues, control the amount o' 
exercise and of rest, and aid in devel- 
oping properly those muscles that are 
capable of being redeveloped. 


One of the chief values of such 


places, however, is the mental sup- 
port given to one patient by the others 


Here children will see other boy; 


and girls who may not be as well off 
as they are. Thus they will be en- 
couraged to make the best possible 
efforts, leading toward cure. More- 
over, they will be able to see the 
progress that has been made in hand- 
ling many cases which might have been 
worse when they first came to the in- 
stitution. 


Finally, in connection with rnotst of 


these institutions there are complete 
.-.taffs of specialists in various forms 
of medical practice, including par- 
ticularly orthopedic surgeons. 


These men are not only able to aid 


by the application of proper-splints and 
braces, but also by surgical opera- 
tions which have been designed to re- 
ccnstruct damaged tissues and thus 
give the patient the utmost possible 
help in recovering the functions of the 
arms and legs and muscles of other 
[jarts of the body. 


In the paralytic stage of infantile 


paralysis patients must, of course, be 
moved to the best advantage of dam- 
jged tissues. 


They must be protected against sec- 


ondary infections. 


They must be turned to aid them 


in getting rid of mucus and saliva 
which may collect in the mouth. 


All of thc.se procedures are best 


cured for by nurses who have been 
especially trained in the care of in- 
fantile paralysis.

Thc course of thc Israelites in the 


Promised Land was not one of smooth- 
ness and case in prosperity. They had 
conquered 
(heir enemies, hut in a 


sense their enemies also conquered 
them, for they lell victims to the im- 
moral worship and practices of the 
surrounding peoples. As our record 
puts it they "clitl that -which was evil 
in the sight of Jehovah"; and the evil 
which they did corrupted their social 
and political life and led them into 
nwc dangers. 


Jabin. king of Canaan, and Sisera, 


his great captain, came threatening 
Israel with 900 chariots of iron, and 
for 20 years he oppressed the Israelites. 
Whence was relief to come? Joshua 
and 
Caleb, the courageous leaders, 


were dead. But now the rescue of 
Israel came in a greal and remarkable 
woman, Deborah, who judged Israel 
at the time. 


One might reflect upon the force- 


fulness of character of any woman 
who would stand out so prominently 
and integrity of purpose, in an age 
when woman's place was more in thc 
realm of domestic drudgery and very 
inferior to that of man. But Deborah 
occupied a remarkable position 
of 


influence by sheer force of her char- 
acter and personality. 


She called on Barek, who seemed 


the chief hope of military defense of 
Israel, to raise an army of 10,000 men 
and to lead them to Ml. Tabor. She 
had strategy as well as courage for 
ihe planned to lead the hosts of Jabin 
and Sisera into a place where Barak 
could fall upon them. 


Though he probably was a man of 


courage, 
Barak shared the people's 


regard for Deborah. He felt his own 
weakness 
in 
comparison 
with her 


strength, and he refused to enter up- 
on the enterprise unless she would go 
with him. Along with her strength, 
Deborah evidently had a sense of 
Humor, for she assured Barak that if 
she went with him the journey would 
not be for his honor as Sisera would 
be "sold into the hand of a woman." 


It all happened as Deborah bad plan- 


ned. When Siscra heard that Barak 
was gone up with his army on Ml 
Tabor, he gathered his host with their 
900 chariots of iron. It was Deborah's 
opportunity as she said unto Barak 


Up; for this is the day in which Je- 


hovah hath delviered Sisera into thy 
hand.'

ities of faith and action! What a rec- 
ord in this Old Testament that places 
among its great prophets and leaders 
a woman to inspire men and women in 
alter ages! 


Such stories as Ihis emphasize Ihc 


amazing nature of the Bible as a book 
ot reality and progress. Even in mod- 
ern times "women's rights" have had 
to ^be fought for and have been won 
omy by great sacrifice. Yet here in

When the Finns First ^ 
Set Foot in America 


•TO the Swedes has generally 


gone the whole credit for the 


pioneer settlement in the Delaware 
river valley 300 years ago. 
The 


colony was known as the "New 
Sweden," but half of its population 
were Finnish. 


These Finns settled in and 


around what are now Chester and 
Philadelphia, Pa. Old maps show 
the 
settlements 
bearing 
such 


names as Finland, Korsholm and 
Vaasa, all apparently the product 
of Finnish settlers. These colon- 
sts had come to America with the 
Swedish immigrants, they lived 
under the rule of towering Johan 
^r'miz, governor of New Sweden, 
nit they left an indelible mark of 
'irmish nationalism on the New 
Vorld. 


v.. So the Finnish government on 
•the 300th anniversary raises a 
monument at Chester, Pa., to mark 
this first Finnish settlement, and 
also has issued a special stamp, re- 
produced above, portraying two 
male figures struggling with a 
stump in the task of clearing the 
new land. It was designed by the 
well-known Finnish artist, Aarno' 
Karimo. The stamp is brown, ol 
three and one-half marka denom- 
ination, equivalent at the present 
rate of exchange to 7.'67 cents.

"The fact that Grove has circulation 


m his arm and is not suffering any 
pain is encouraging. But we will not 
know just how serious the injury is 
until tomorrow, at least. He is'being 
held at the hospital for observation and 
nothing definite will b eknown until 
after a thorough diagnosis has been 
made and X-rays taken." 


"My arm started to trouble me when 


I fielded Gehringer's bunt in the first 
inning," Grove saiad. 


"It didn't pain me but it gradually 


lost its power and I told Joe Cronin 
about it in the fourth inning. In the 
fifth I couldn't even get a grip on the 
ball. I've never had such an exper- 
ience before and the only case I know 
about that appears similar is the in- 
jury Ed Linke suffered when he was 
with Washington.
